Device Is Fired in 800- 
Foot Tunnel-—World 
Scientists Watch for 


The bomb, with a force equiv- 
alent te 1000 to 3000. tons of 
TNT, was at the end of a 2000- 
foot tunnel under a mesa. As 
expected, there were no visible 
surface effects, no flash, no heat 
wave. 


1000-Mile Limit on Shock. 


Underground shock waves 
from the blast proved less 
forceful than expected. One 
earthquake expegt said that 
while it bad been hoped the 
waves would be recordable 
around the world, actually 1000 
miles was probably the limit. 
This, he said, means that the 
test will yield new information 
about the earth’s crust, but not 
its hot interior. 

Dr. Frank Press of the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology 
at Pasadena, 300 miles from the 
blast site, said his instruments 
got a clear reading. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion; however, had .reason to 
celebrate. Its aim ‘was to show 
with the test that potentially 
harmful radioactivity could be 
completely contained by an un- 
derground detonation.

(Sept. 19 (AP)—Secretary of 
States John Foster Dulles called 
on the U.N, today to intervene 
in the. Middle East situation. 
He said Soviet arms in Syria 
pose “a growing military dan- 
ger” to Turkey. 


The Secretary of State, in a 
major policy speech to the 82- 
nation General Assembly, said 
“the United Nations may not be 
able. by any material power it 
can muster to tranquilize the 
scene.” He declared it must 
exert its full influence to end 
Soviet efforts to dominate the 
Middle East. 

Dulles said the Communists 
appear to be engaging in acts 
aimed at impairing the freedom 
and independence of certain 
Middle East nations. 

“Also.” said, “we believe 
that these et-acts may, per- 
haps. unwittingly, lead the re-

But one 
may none the less ask at what price 
her contribution to “prosperity” has 
been bought.

What Is Our Reserve Plan? 


The Reserve components of the armed forces 
of this nation are made up largely of devoted 
men. Many of the officers and higher ranking 
non-commissioned officers are veterans of World, 
War II and the Korean War, With them are 
younger officers who won commissions in re- 
cent years and enlisted men who are serving 
their obligation under the draft law. ; 

This force is largely the result of the new 
Reserve Act that was finally passed in August 
1955, after a hard battle in which President 
Eisenhower himself took the lead in order to 
overcome strong opposition in Congress. What 
the President had to say in that arduous cam- 
paign for new Reserve Act played a large 
part in the victory that was won. Just a year 
before the final victory he declared: “Wishful 
thinking and political timidity must no longer 
bar a program so absolutely essential to our 
defense.” 

This program was essential for two reasons. 
A strong Reserve for the three armed services 
would mean a bulwark behind the regulars of 
our three armed services. And the creation of a 
really strong Reserve would mean that the regu- 
lar forces could be reduced in size for economy 
without incurring any risk. 

But now, only 25 months after the victory 
that seemed to insure a strong Reserve, what 
is happening? Nobody seems to know for sure 
—not even those responsible officers in the 
Pentagon who would be assumed to know. 
Within the last few months the cry for economy 
has drowned out almost everything else. The 
Reserve was building up with a sudden burst of 
amazing rapidity and its training was in the 
process of being improved. It was not by any 
means the bulwark it was intended to be for 
the regulars. Nevertheless the regulars began 
to suffer heavy cuts and now the Reserves too 
are feeling cuts in the name of economy, 


The economy wave has come as a “terrible 
blow” to many Army Reserve units and to the 
military Reserve program as a whole. Maj. Gen. 
Philip De Witt Ginder, Army assistant chief of 
staff for Reserve components, said here last 
week. Although, like a good soldier, he at- 
tempted to put the best face possibl® on what 
his superiors had ordered, it Was apparent from 
what he said that there is much ‘turmoil and 
bewilderment in the Army Reserves. 

The same conditions are to be found among 
the Naval Reserve forces in the St. Louis area. 
More than 1300 Naval Aviation Reserves are to 
be left with no way to train when the base at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field closes in a few weeks. 

The Administration obviously must conduct 
its defense program, including the Reserves, 
within the appropriations voted by Congress. 
Do these cuts that are being announced from 
day to day represent only required economies 
or do they reflect as well—or even more so—a 
new defense policy of almost complete reliance 
on the new atomic and electronic weapons 
systems? 

If the Reserves havé become useless, or if 
weaknesses have heen found in them that must 
be excised, that should be made unmistakably 
clear. If such is not the case, then the Re- 
servist and the taxpayer should be told just 
what is going on and why. It makes no sense 
to cry “economy” in Washington and then start 
tearing down defense structures that were pro- 
claimed vital to the nation’s existence only a 
few months ago. 
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Initiation Horror 
It would be hard to imagine a more tragic 
consequence to an initiation stunt than that in 
Utica, Kan. The 55-year-old school superin- 
tendent and another adult supervisor joined in 
organizing the initiation to keep the older stu- 
dents from “going wild.” 


The initiation took place in the dark in an 
abandoned farmhouse. Each Initiate was led 
to a room where, as a light was flashed on, the 
superintendent, a rope about him, was seen in a 
slumping position, as if he had been hanged. 
Somehow the appearance became the reality and 
the school man did not answer when he was 
called. He had lost his life through strangula- 
tion. 

The tragedy was double as well as unre- 
lieved. In addition to the fatality there was the 
tragedy of the warped sense of entertainment 
which was willing to present the appearance of 
the hanging. By what twisted notion could it 
*be thought that the acted strangulation was a 
proper sight for beginning high school students 
to look upon?

activities utterly foreign to education,

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Olympic Victory 

The latest victory in connection with the 
Olympic games has been won by Avery Brun- 
dage. The chairman of the International Olym- 
pic Committee has won a kind of diplomatic 
track meet. 

Mr. Brundage’s first success came when the 
State Department gave him official dispensa- 
tion to go to Communist Bulgaria to attend an 
Olympic committee meeting. This was not a 
simple matter, as it might seem, because the 
United States does not recognize the Bulgarian 
Government, and Americans therefore are not 
expected to go to Bulgaria. 

But Mr. Brundage deserves a special gold 
medal for another victory involving the 1960 
winter Olympic games to be held at Squaw 
Valley, Calif. Here the question was whether 
athletes from Red China, or from other non- 
recognized Communist nations, might enter the 
United States to participate. The State De- 
partment has finally ruled that athletes from 
such countries may enter, and furthermore, will 
not have to be fingerprinted. The latter re- 
quirement has blocked several athletic contests. 

Since the Olympic games have nothing to do 
with politics and are, in fact, supposed to place 
sportsmanship above politics, the United States 
would have aroused unnecessary mistrust among 
other peoples by closing its doors to Olympic 
athletes.

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Even Without an Abacus 


It is said—we do not know with how much au- 
thority—that if a woman saves a dress or a hat 
long enough, she will find it in high style again. 
The same principle clearly applies to teaching 
methods. Back in the unbelievably remote Gold- 
en Age, a good many of us learned that 2 and 2 
are 4 by pushing together on a bit of a rod two 
green balls and two red balls. And now we are 
informed that the abacus is to be used to teach 
arithmetic in the first two grades of the St. 
Louls schools. 

This news comes at the same time as a report 
by Sam Dawson, the financial writer, that the 
builders of electronic calculators or “mechani- 
cal brains” are concentrating on small, low-price 
models for small business. Small, in this case, 
means about as big as a desk, and low-price 
means around $40,000. And that may be why 
the School Board has adopted the abacus. 

On the other hand, the board may have heard 
of Maurice Dagbert of Calais, France, who has 
astounded the French Academy of Science by 
beating the tin brains over and over again. 
He has never made a mistake, although the ma- 
chines have ground out the wrong answer more 
than once. To test him, the Academy gave him 
52 mathematical brain-twisters to be solved in 
competition with the big gadgets—in quick suc- 
cession—and without the aid of so much as a 


For the rest of us it is another bit of consola- 
tion. At a time when the gadget world seems 
to be setting a pace too fast for man—bungler 
that he so often is—M. Dagbert shows that with 
a bit of concentration, not even an abacus, homo 
sapiens can stay in the race.

summer seem completely unaware of 
Lafayette. 

Last year, it is said, not one Amer- 
ican visited the quiet little Picpus Cem- 
etery in Paris where the general lies 
buried in a few feet of American soil. 
Almost none ever visits the chateau 
where he was born. 

Yet his birthplace is a spot of peculiar 
fascination. It is the Chateau de Cha- 
vaniac in the ancient province of Au- 
vergne. 

This is a region of wide skies and 
steep hills, where shepherds in long 
dark coats tend their flocks. 


The air blows with a fresh- 
ness here, the bend, the clouds

It was the ect birthplace for 
Lafayette, the t apostle of free- 
dom. 

I visited Chavafiac some years ago 


as a guest of the American owners, Mr. 
and Mrs. John Moffat. They bought 
the house because they loved it and 
its surroundings, not because it is a 
historic monument. 

Nothing has been done to exploit the 
tourist possibilities. Instead, the Moffats 
chose to turn over one large wing: of 
the rambling structure to French health 
authorities as a home for children from 
the city slums who are threatened with 
tuberculosis.

DES MOINES, Ia., Sept. 19 
(AP)—A utility company has the 
right to base its rates on the 
current fair value of its prop- 
erty used in serving a city, the 
Iowa Supreme Court ruled 
unanimously Tuesday. . 

The opinion, of far-reaching 
consequences in lowa, was 
handed down in the battle of 
the lIowa-Illinois Gas & Elec- 
tric Co. and the City of Fort 
Dodge over natural gas rates. 

The company in 1954 had 
sought to raise its rates for 
na 1 gas in Fort Dodge but 
the City Council had refused to 
raise the maximum limits fixed 
by city ordinance. 

The city contended in its ap- 
peal that the original cost, of 
equi and

“Pending disposition to this 
appeal,” Dyer said, “Sinclair 
regrets that it is not in a posi- 
tion to accept the request made 
upon it to hold imports ...toa 
level not exceeding 62,200 bar- 
rels per day.”

ENRY FORD made up his 

mind to get rid of the other 

stockholders in his com- 
pany, no matter how much it 
cost him, because of opposition 
to his drastic cuts in the prices 
of his cars and to his eccentric 
idea that profits should be 
spent on expanding the busi- 
ness instead of being pocketed. 

Some of the stockholders 
squirmed when Ford said, as he 
did on many occasions, “I do 
not believe that we 
make such an awful profit on 
our cars. A reasonable profit is 
right, but not too much.” 

The backers also took a dim 
view of a stunt Ford pulled off 
in 1915, when he promised to 
give a $50 rebate to the owner 
of every Model T bought within 
a 12-month period if sales for 
that year went over 300,000. A 
total of 308,213 cars were sold, 


and more than $15,000,000 in 
checks went into the mail 
promptly. | 


The last straw, as far as these 
stockholders were concerned, 
was Henry's plan to build the 
vast River Rouge manufactur- 
ing and iron and steel making 
center at Dearborn. As Ford 


visualized it, ore would be car- 
ried down the Great Lakes on 
Ford ships to the Rouge 
where blast furnaces, foundries, 
open hearths, steel mills, and 
an array of manufacturing 
plants and assembly lines 
would pelform the _ whole 
process of turning the ore into 
automobiles.

A holders were the Dodge 

brothers, John and Horace, 
who had taken a $10,000 share 
of the Ford Co. in its early days 
as payment for Ford engines 
that they made at their Detroit 
machine shop. 

The Dodges brought Henry 
into court to force him to pay 
out the company’s huge profits 
as dividends instead of spend- 
ing them on the building of the 
Rouge and, after three years of 
litigation, they won. 

Oddly enough,’ when Ford 
lost the court decision, he was 
forced to pay himself $11,179,- 
666. He was the company’s big- 
gest stockholder. 

Getting rid of the Dodges 
and the other few remaining 
backers wasn’t easy because 
naturally they didn’t want to 
sell an investment that was 
bringing them 500 per cent 
dividends.

became frightened, an@ sold 
out. 

Old Henry had to scrape up 
$60,000,000 in a hurry to pay 
them off, but he did it by over- 
loading his dealers with cars 
that they didn’t want and sell- 
ing tools and spare parts from 
his factories. Then, with no- 
body breathing over his shoulder 
he went back happily to the 
building of the Rouge. His 
grandson and namesake, Henry 
Ford II, now the president of 
the Ford Motor Co., made his 
first public appearance in 1920 
as a chubby little boy of 3 in 
a beaver hat lighting the fire 
in a new blast furnace at the 
Rouge super-plant. 


Now the Ford family was a 
rich dynasty. It had not hap- 
pened until late in Old Henry's 
life, but when it happened, it 
happened big and fast. He was 
a poor man, 40 years old, when 
the Ford Motor Co. started in 
1903. At Christmas, two years 
before then,’ Edsel wrote a 
letter to Santa Claus that was 
found among the papers at Fair 
Lane after Old Henry and Clara 
had died. 

“Dear Santa Claus, I haven't 
had any Christmas tree in four 
years,” the letter said. 

Twenty years after the letter 
was written, the family-owned 
Ford company made a clear 
annual net profit of more than 
$93,000,000 and Edsel’s chil- 
dren not only had a Christmas 
tree but a live Santa Claus 
surrounded by toys and live 
reindeer at Santa Claus’s Work- 
shop in the woods at Fair Lane. 
Old Henry tried hard to make 
up for what Edsel had missed 
as a child.

and a lagoon for ice’ skating 
with a special house for 
changing into skates beside a 


for less than a year before his 
marriage to Eleanor Clay, a 
niece of the Detroit depart- 
ment store owner, J. L. Hudson. 
Edsel went away to a home of 
his own in the Indian Village 
and later built a 60-room place 
on the property Henry had 
bought at Gaukler Pointe.

O the billiard room and the 
§ bowling alley were never 

used and the organ was 
ripped out. When it came ‘to 
music, Old Henry and Clara 
preferred to listen to John 
Charles Thomas singing Old 
Black Joe on the Ford Sunday 
Evening Hour. They never 
swam in the pool, but Edsel’s 
four children used it occasion- 
ally in later years. Old Henry 
also brought Young Henry and 
Benson to Fair Lane to sleep 
overnight in the hayloft of one 
of his barns, an experience he 
felt every young boy should 
have. 


He took them in the spring 
to Fair Lane’s maple sugar 
shack and showed them how 
to boil down sap and allowéd 
them to crawl in and out of 
experimental cars at the Ford 
engineering center. One time 
Henry and Benson threw the 
cafeteria at the engineering 
center into a turmoil by taking 
over the cash register and giv- 
ing out more money than they 
took in. 


“Let them alone,” Old Henry 
said on such occasions. “They 
run wild when they're with me 
because the rest of the time 
they’re cooped up like caged 
lions.” 


As a youth, Edsel enjoyed 
unrestricted freedom. When he 
was 21, he and two friends of 
the same age drove a Model T 
Ford from Detroit to San Fran- 
cisco, a courageous undertaking 
on the roads of 1915. But Ed- 
sel’s four children were care- 
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fully guarded and ~ secluded 
while they were growing up. 

With their wealth, the Ford 
family acquired a fear of kid- 
napers. When Edsel dropped 
his boys off at the Detroit 
University School on his way 
to the plant in the morning, 
he was covered by two armed 
Ford Co. guards in a car be- 
hind him. 


“At Maine tn the sunimer, I 
never saw anybody outside of 
the family except the men who 
worked at our stables,” Young 
Henry said recently. The swim- 
ming coach at Hotchkiss when 
Young Henry and Benson went 
to school there was reported to 
be a guard on the Ford pay- 
roll. 


Two of Young Henry’s class- 
mates at Hotchkiss once tried 
to interest him in a plan to run 
away to South America. “Not 
me,” he said. “My grandfather 
would call out the militia.”
